I  have  a  lot  of  stamps  and  autographs  which  I  desire  to  sell, 
but  would  not  be  able  to  get  them  ready  before  next  summer  and  will  possi¬ 
bly  have  to  put  off  the  sale  until  next  fall.  As  I  wrote  you  some  time 
ago  I  also  have  a  lot  of  coins,  medals,  Confederate  notes,  bonds,  etc. 
which  I  am  now  cataloguing.  Please  let  me  know  by  return  mail  if  there  is 
anything  better  than  Hazeltine's  descriptive  catalogue  of  andv^nds, 

Philadelphia,  1876,  of  which  I  have  a  copy  interleaved.  I  have  some 
things  which  are  not  in  Hazeltine's  list  and  which  are  quite  rare.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  I  have  very  large  quantities  of  many  of  the  notes  in  absolutelu 
perfect  condition,  fresh  and  crisp.  These  run  from  ten  to  twenty  of  a 
kind,  series  or  letters.  Now  in  cataloguing  for  sale,  don't  you  think  it 
•vould  be  best  to  catalogue  the  series  and  letters  separately?  For  in¬ 
stance  -  Take  the  $10.00  of  February  17th,  1864  with  the  device  of  ar-

you  think  that  in  such  cases  where  the  quantities  are  large, it  would  be 
much  better  to  separate  them  in  this  way?  I  should  rely  upon  your  judg¬ 
ment  somewhat  in  the  arrangement  of  them  for  an  auction  sale  in  Philadel¬ 
phia.  While  I  am  perfectly  conversant  with  the  auction  business  in  all 
its  details  and  have  been  for  the  past  thirty  years,  still  we  have  never 
sold  any  Confederate  money  at  auction,  and  I  can  only  judge  from  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  it  has  been  arranged  in  other  catalogues  and  other  sales  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  East  as  to  the  best  method  of  selling. 

I  have  also  quite  a  large  lot  of  the  50 fi  notes  with  the  medal¬ 
lion  of  Jefferson  Davis.  These  are  all  new,  fresh  and  crisp,  and  I  have 

had  them  on  hand  since  the  close  of  the  war.  My  father  had  them  in  his 
sa.i  e  at  the  fall  of  Richmond  together  with  a  lot  of  other  Confederate 
ciu  rency ,  bonds,  certificates,  checks  on  the  Confederate  Treasury,  and 
other  things  which  will  make  up  a  pretty  good  line,  and  I  believe  some 
of  them  would  be  very  attractive  and  are  no  doubt  rare,  especially  the 
treasury  receipts  and  checks. 

The  rarest  thing  I  have  in  the  lot  is  the  $},000  Montgomery 
note  of  1861,  which,  unfortunately,  was  slightly  damaged  and  stained  in  a 

lire  which  occurred  at  my  residence  some  years  ago.  The  other  things  are 

•ill  i i  very  good  condition,  most  of  them  uncirculated,  and  none  of  them 
niay  be  termed  poor.
